A search of the files of the Personnel Office, 
Office of Administration, Executive Office of the Presi¬ 
dent revealed no information concerning Victor Gold. 
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Richard Bond, Deputy Chief of Staff, Office of 
the Vice President, White House, advised he has known 
Victor Gold on a professional basis since approximately 
May of 1979 when he first met Gold in connection with the 
Bush for President Campaign.
